W ith John Nance Garner, as alien to affectation and guff as was 
Rogers, in command, there is not much danger th at the commission 
will err on the side of inappropriateness. 
It is just possible, of course, 
th a t the whole idea of a memorial w’ould have been laughed to ob­ 
livion by Rogers. 
But if there must be a material reminder of his un­ 
quenchable spirit, Mr. G arner is the right man to supervise it. 
As to its location, the memorial might logically be placed, not in 
(he Oklahoma of Will Rogers’ birth, not in the New York of his stage 
career nor in the Hollywood of his film epoch, but in the Washington 
which inspired his satiric masterpieces. In the daily presence of a per­ 
m anent symbol of the Rogers irony it is faintly possible th a t congress­ 
men and government chiefs m ight eventually come to seek the acquisi­ 
tion of a modicum of the common sense which Rogers possessed in such 
•Aundance.

MR THOMAS PROTESTS 
We ha\ e all been waiting for Norman Thomas to come out with a 
vigorous protest against freely argued accusations th at the course of the 
New' Deal is socialistic. 
“If Mr. Roosevelt stole our baby,” laments Mr. 
Thomas, “he is bringing it up very badly.” He has good cause for lam ent­ 
ing. 
A W ashington dispatch some months ago drew interesting parallels 
to show th at <he New Deal derives about equally from the 1932 Farm er- 
Labor and Socialistic platforms and the 1912 Bull Moose code. The New 
Deal is a hybrid. It is colored by the philosophy, not by the politics, of 
its ancestral strain. 
Not tested text-book Socialism, but some of the 
methods the Socialists and the labor and agrarian movements felt to 
be compatible with their philosophy, are its appropriation. Like a m on­ 
grel pup whose ancestry includes shepherd, mastiff, spaniel and a trace 
of poodle, the New’ Deal is in eternal inner conflict and surface confusion. 
Mr. Thomas cries out against the ready use of the tag “Socialism” 
as an epithet applied to the adm inistration. 
He W’ould like its scornful 
users to study Socialism and find out wiiat it is all about before dis­ 
crediting it in association with the New Deal. 
There is justice in what 
he says. 
At least, the Socialists have a definite plan, and arrow-like 
direction, compared with which the New Deal symbol might be a star­ 
fish, pointing all ways at once and able to slough off one of five le^s 
at will and grow a new7 one overnight. 
One can sympathize with Mr. Thom as’s irritation without sympa­ 
thizing with his politics.

Douglass, former director of the 
budget, Democrat who resigned be­ 
cause he was not in rympathy with 
President Roosevelt’s fiscal policies, 
has written what may be the Re­ 
publican campaign document.

Douglas calls for balancing of the 
budget, the end of New Deal acts 
in regard to business, and thus a 
restoration of “confidence” on the 
part of business so that it will go 
ahead on its owrn and re-employ 
men. Douglas speaks particularly of 
the “capital goods” industries, which 
employ the largest number of men.

ROOSEVELT AGREES?

If industry can go along without 
codes, th a t is satisfactory to the 
governm ent, the president said, but 
if the chiseling fringe is continuing 
to make trouble for honest industry 
som ething should be done to remedy 
the situation. 
W hat m ight be done would de­ 
pend in a large m easure upon w hat 
industry proposes itself, Mr. Roose­ 
velt declared. 
The president denied th a t a top- 
heavy payroll still prevailed a t NRA. 
He said only about 2.700 employes 
are now on the rolls and th a t this 
num ber will soon be cut to 2,000. 
He pointed out th a t 900 field 
workers are busy on the survey. 
They have been instructed to as­ 
certain where industry is still vol­ 
untarily living up to the code and 
also how far “chiselers” have been 
able to cut in on such efforts. 
The president expressed the opin­ 
ion th a t 90 per cent of industry has 
no desire to work employes 72 hours 
a week a t sweatshop wages or em ­ 
ploy children, but recognizes th a t 
this great bulk of employers is con­ 
fronted w ith unfair competition.

From One Hundred and Tenth 
street north to One Hundred Forty- 
Fifth street, Harlem was din and 
confusion from the moment Louis 
was declared the winner until the 
grey steamers of daw’n appeared in 
the eastern sky. 
Milling thousands of Negro men, 
women and children paraded joy­ 
ously through the streets, singing, 
blowing horns, rattling cowbells and 
pounding deleriously on pots and 
pans. 
Despite their happiness the Har­ 
lemites were well-mannered and or­ 
derly and the 300 odd extra police­ 
men w-ho had been assigned to the 
district to see that the peace was 
kept had little to do.

If this seems 
like an unkind dig, I can only com ­ 
m end to your attention some of the 
casual but strictly personal observa­ 
tions I heard as I passed through 
the crowd afterw ard. 
B aer him self was not too forgiv­ 
ing as he reviewed the situation, 
som ew hat thus: 
“I guess I never was a fighter. I 
never w anted to fight. I guess I ’m 
ju st a big pansy.” 
It w7asn’t quite as bad as th at. But 
actually it w asn’t good to see. One 
somehow cannot greatly enjoy a n ­ 
oth er’s discom forture, to speak of 
it mildly. If Baer had only enjoyed 
him self a little less in victory, we 
m ight think of him more kindly in 
defeat. He was too boisterous in his 
excessive claim s of courage, 
and 
suddenly it seem ed th a t he didn’t 
quite have enough. 
Baer Visibly Impressed 
But we digress and go too far. To 
yield to Louis is to give in to som e­ 
thing th a t seem s not quite hum an, 
a m an who can, and did, m arry 2 xh 
hours before a m illion-dollar prize 
fight; a m an whose pulse, 76, was 
the sam e before and after exercise 
a t the official exam ination yester­ 
day; a m an with the bald, blank 
stare of a cat. Instinct; No emotion. 
The boldest of us w ouldn’t wish to 
m eet th a t kind up the dark end of 
an alley and Baer, white faced and 
tense, was visibly im pressed as he 
entered the ring. 
He was so scared, as a m atter of 
fact, th a t he let one of his fam ous 
“sneak” punches so early in the 
fight, missed and 
th ereafter 
was 
pretty m uch through. B ut before he 
arrived a t th a t state, 
m any 
dis­ 
quieting things had happened. They 
started early in the day when B aer 
kept Louis waiting at the scales for 
1% hours and all Louis did was to 
sit down and read a paper and chat 
idly w ith those about him. 
Later, the B aer people started an 
argum ent about the gloves and Baer 
charged out of the commission of­ 
fices, vowing not to attend his own 
prize fight. I t probably seemed like 
a good idea later. 
He finally had 
his way about the gloves and, as I 
say, th a t brought him down to the 
ringside, w hite and visibly shaken. 
They had. at once, told him too 
m uch about this colored boy and too 
little. 
They couldn’t, or at least, didn’t 
tell him th a t when Louis hits, the 
victim ’s face somehow seems to dis­ 
integrate and fall into a hallow, 
em pty m ockery of w hat it had been 
before. 
They didn’t tell him th a t 
it was the effect of a stone m ason’s 
m allet, chipping bits from granite 
They couldn’t tell him th a t Louis 
could “take it”—because, at th a t 
time, they didn’t know. 
Louis Takes Lead. 
But the first round was hardly a 
m inute under way until everybody, 
including Baer, was all too aware 
of this fact. 
The early exchanges 
were rapid, aimless, with Louis do­ 
ing the leading, and B aer the w ait­ 
ing. Suddenly, he lashed out w ith a 
vicious overhead 
right 
th a t 
just 
tipped Louis’ chin as it pas.s^d by. 
Louis moved neither inside nor out 
for th is punch, 
proving 
th a t 
he 
didn’t see it coming; also proving 
1 th at only the great are lucky. 
It m ight have altered everything, 
j But. as it turned out, it was only 
another two-base h it th a t fell out- 
j side the line by an inch, 
j 
Then Baer got w hat he w anted— 


J or thought he did. 
He sank a left 
hook into Louis’ body and, in a mo- 
m en.t had the colored boy slugging 
with 
him. 
a 
seemingly 
suicidal 
course. 
Lefts and rights followed 
each other faster th an the eye could 
see, with Baer appearing to more 
th an hold his own for a bit. 
T hm , 
quickly, he was on the defensive; 
his hands were down, his bleeding 
nose suddenly was turned to «he 
deeper shades of scarlet. 
He had been 
slugging 
blindly, 
Louis with his eyes open and punch­ 
ing strictly for position and effect. 
The poistion found Baer, goggle­ 


m outhed and hands down, in a neu­ 
tral corner. He was still there, help­ 
less to avert this tragedy, when the 
kindly bell came to his aid. 
T h at was one tim e when Louis, 
consciously or otherwise, elected to 
play the other m an ’s game and get 
away w ith it. 
The 
second 
time 
practically finished the other m an. 
In between, th ere was a profusion 
of left leads by Louis in the second 
round and an overhead right th a t 
h u rt B aer all way back to his An­ 
cestors. 
Drives Louis To Ropes. 
And th en just a t the finish of the 
round, he scored. 
A rig h t to the 
chin caught Louis going the wTrong 
way and he was driven into the 
ropes so hard th a t he rebounded 
ju st at the bell. B aer wouldn’t stop 
with this chance to effect a coup de 
grace and kept punching until they 
pulled him off. 
The th ird round saw B aer again 
m aneuver 
Louis 
into 
a slugging 
fight and him self into disaster. The 
round 
opened 
innocously 
enough 
with Louis in retreat for the iirst 
tim e since I have seen him box. 
“Go in and punch,” shouted Jack 
Dempsey from the corner. B ut Baer 
wouldn’t or, at least, didn’t. 
If he 
had any chance, it was gone nowr 
Suddenly, they were together and 
swinging punches faster th an the 
eye could travel. 
B aer landed nard 
w ith a left hook but Louis counter­ 
ed terrifically w ith both hands and 
th en brought a right to the jaw\ 
Baer Goes Down. 
B aer wras on his knees. 
He wish­ 
ed to indicate th a t everything was 
just splendid, so he waved his right 
han d either to his corner or to 
im aginary friends a t the ringside. 
He got up at nine and was down 
again 
under 
two 
blistering 
left 
hooks, 
down 
apparently to stay 
B ut the bell saved him. 
The fourth round was just a for­ 
m ality, because of certain fu n d a­ 
m ental 
changes 
th a t 
had taken 
place in th e prim itive but utterly 
lucid reason of this bright and en 
gaging young m an. 
Bells did not 
fu rth er Interest him. 
Mr. M oxi- 
m illian Adelbert Baer, form er cham ­ 
pion of all th e heavyweights, no 
longer wished to be saved. 
For purposes of the record, a right 
cross did it. 
By way of addendum , 
it wras the first knockout suffered 
by Baer, th e 21st scored by Louis In 
25 professional

The third survey showed a slight 
slum p to 32.8 percent, but the fourth 
and last one hit a new high of 39.4 
per cent. 
The president directed Fechner 
henceforth to proceed on a definite 
enrollm ent 
schedule 
which 
will 
gradually get the 
CCC 
down 
to 
300,000 by July 1. a t which figure he 
hopes to m ake the camps a perm a­ 
nent institution. 
Fechner was di­ 
rected by Oct. 1 to fill all vacancies 
up to 500,000, not including 16,500 
Indians, and then m ake no w inter 
enrollm ents, so th a t private employ­ 
m ent gradually would absorb 100,- 
000 by July 1. 
In line w ith his idea of m aking 
the CCC perm anent, Mr. Roosevelt 
pointed out th a t about 750.000 boys 
complete their education annually. 
Of this num ber, perhaps 150,000 are 
physically or otherwise unqualified 
for service. 
Thus, it is the president’s hope to 
offer a one year opportunity to half 
of the rem aining 600,000 boys to en ­ 
roll in the forest arm y. The needy 
will always be given preference but 
in the future, the president hoped 
conditions will be such th a t a boy 
m ay enroll even though his family 
is n ot on relief.
